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Sir: 

An interview took place between David Devlin, the undersigned, and B. Dell 
Chism on July 21, 2004. The interview was requested by Applicants regarding the 
Office Action mailed by the PTO on May 5, 2004, in which all claims were rejected; the 
pending claims in this application are 1, 2, 4, 7 and 8. Examiner Chism agreed to 
withdraw the examination rejections made with respect to claims 1 , 2, 4, 7 and 8. It was 
brought to Examiner Chism's attention that the Office Action rejections made in the 
May 5, 2004 Office Action were directed to an embodiment of the claimed invention that 
was not claimed in the current pending claims. 
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Specifically, the Office Action had rejected the currently pending claims as there 
was a lack of disclosure with regard to the ability of the claimed polypeptides to control 
microbial infection. It was brought to the Examiner's attention that neither of the 
claimed uses for the invention, that being psoriasis and contact dermatitis, involved an 
etiology of infection or microbes. The Examiner agreed with the above and withdrew 
the rejections pending a copy of this Interview Summary and a copy of a formal reply to 
the Office Action. 
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
